The following is the report of Mr. T. Watters 
on the trade.of Canton for the year 1891,— 

The’ tatnens of trada ati Cantoe-for 1891, 
tarnished bythe. Imperial Maritime Customs, 
show a large advance beyond previous years. In 
1890, for example, the net value of tha total irada 
passing under th» notica of ‘the Cnstoms was 
£9,500,000, and lust year it rose to 211,489,273, 

Chis inorense was due to several cironmetances, 
‘some of which cannot be comsiderad to ba of per- 
manent effect. Oue of these was the wanenally 
‘large importation of rico. whoat, and pulse from 
northern ports, Another was the ‘sudden and 
great, development of tha nso of transit passes;
